Every member was beset by prohibi- 


tionists to take some action which 
would afford the house au opportunity 
to pass upon "the Hobsou resolution. 
The woman suffragists were equally in- 
sistent that their measure should not 
be smothered^ 


The judiciary 
committee became 


tired of being called the "graveyard" 
of all legislation of this character, and 
the members determined to relieve 
themselves individually of the pressure 
and let it spread over the entire house. 


Keeping Them Together. 


It is altogether likely that in case 


the committee on rules of the house 
shall decide to bring in a rule allow- 
ing the house to consider and vote upon 
the prohibition resolution, that a simi- 
lar action wllf have to be taken on the 
suffrage resolution. 
The suffragists 


have been strong enough to keep their 
measure abreast of the prohibition res- 
olution and the prohibitionists have 
been so earnest that they have been 
willing to join hands with the suffra- 
gists in order to promote federal ac- 
tion on their measure.

gress- Authorized

Knox Polk .to. raise .50,000. meti ana 
$3 0,000,000 to carry on the conflict- 
It was only after a bitter and. acrimo- 
nious debate, during which the war 
policy of the President was violently 
'denounced, that Congress took this 
action. A boundary dispute between 
Mexico and Texas was the cause of 
this appeal to force, although the im- 
mediate casus belli was the invasion 
of Texas:by a:Mexican army an'd -the 
capture of a small body of Ameri- 
can troops. The news of this ambush 
reached Washington on the 31th of 
^May, when President Polk told Con- 
gress .that .."Mexico has passed the 
boundaries of the United States" and 
"shed.blood iipon American soil." The 
President/added, "War exists, and ex- 
ists by the act of Mexico herself." As 
a matter of fact, the Mexicans had in- 
vaded only tho disputed 
territory, 


which was -claimed by both countries. 
Five days before 
Congress deter- 


mined to .support the President's pol- 
icy, 
and issued a formal declaration, 


the .conflict had actually commeuco«-l 
with the;battle of Palo Alto, in which 
the ^American army of Gen. Zachary 
Taylor was completely victorious. Be- 
fore the "thirteenth the Mexicans" had 
been driven out'of'the disputed terri- 
tory .'and across the Rio Grande, al- 
though, in the absence of telegraphs, 
Congress -had no knowledge of that 
fact.
